P aym en t o f M issionary C laim s 
L on ger E xp ected . 
Washington, Dec. 18.—Payment of 
the missionary claims pending against 
Turkey is no longer expected by the ad­ 
ministration. 
Although the sultan en­ 
tertained the officers of the Kentucky in 
truly royal style, he d id not let the pres­ 
ence of the battleship have any effect 
upou his pocketbook and still holds the 
$90,000, which American missionaries 
assert is the value of personal aud mis­ 
sion property destroyed six years ago. 
The belief of the administration that 
Turkey will not settle the claims arises 
will sell j out of the reported purpose of Great 
Britain to press the missionary claims 
of her subjects against the sublime porte. 
It is stated that if another nation begins 
to press its olaims the sultan will prob­ 
ably decline to settle those of the United 
States. The reason the American olaims 
have not been disposed of is the fear of 
Turkey that other governments will re­ 
quire that their claims be paid.
